A SCHOOL GYMNASIUM 


(AN EDITORIAL) 


The greatest opportunity to help the Comanche schools 
within recent years is now before the people. A telegram was 
received this week from Government headquarters at Fort 
Worth stating that $8,000 Federal Aid is now available for 
the construction of a Comanche school gymnasium as soon as 
Comanche would assure the raising of the remainder. The 
total cost of the gymnasium is not to exceed $18,000. 
The school board has ordered an election for July 7 for 
issuance of $10,000 in bonds. It is not likely that all these1 
bonds will be needed and the board is allowed to use just 
what is necessary and to cancel the remainder. 
The bonds can be issued without raising either the tax 
rate or the property valuation members of the board state. 
In fact the building can be erected without any extra cost 
to the public. Comanche now has the maximum tax of $1.00 
allowed bv law. This Is now divided 35 cents for bonds and 
65 cents for maintenance. There is now a surplus in both 
funds and the school is out of debt except the bonded indebt­ 
edness which can be paid off only as it matures. 
After the gymnasium is built the school board proposes 
to divide the fund, 40 cents for bonds and 60 cents for main­ 
tenance. With the new buildings now being erected in Coman­ 
che and the surplus on hand, ample funds will be available 
tor meeting both the bonds and the operating expense of the 
school« members of the board state. 
Up until a f< w years ago the fund was divided 45c for 
bonds and 55c for maintenace. During the last ten years, 
the school board has paid olf more than $15,000 local indebt­ 
edness. 
Comanche is. indeed, fortunate to get the opportunity 
for Federal Aid as there are a large number of schools on 
the waiting list. De Leon, Comyn, and Gustine have already 
voted bonds and are ready to start building when government 
aid is available. 
Sidney, recently by a vote of 53 to 7. authorized $2500 
in bonds for a gymnasium. Hasse now has the only gymna­ 
sium in the county. There are only a few county seat towns 
in Texas the size of Comanche without a gymnasium. 
The building, if erected, also will be used for band 
instruction and for the physical training classes and every 
child in school will receive the benefit of it. 
For years Comanche Public Schools have been the pride 
of the people and have drawn students from all over the 
county. There is a friendly spirit existing between Comanche 
and the rural sections and nothing will do more to cement 
and build up this feeling than a school gymnasium. 
Members of the school board state that no loafers will 
be allowed to work on the construction of the building and 
the community will get value received for every dollar spent. 
The government aid for the gym is from a different division 
from that handling the street work here. 
Nothing is too good for Comanche children.

I have frequent­ 
ly regretted that I did not keep 
a file of these first fc.sues, but 
were not thinking then of pre­

I have been a constant reader of 
the paper ever since, except dur- 
j ing the seven years we were liv- 
ing in that section oi the state 
after my father died, when 1 be­ 
came so hard pressed financially 
I could not afford to pay for it."

Strange Death Told 
In Weatherford News 


A strange death Is described by 
the Weatherford Democrat which 
’.tells of a man in perfect health 
J who predicted his own death 7 
I hours before it occurred. 
The article follows: 
A premonition of coming death 
awakened W. J. (Jack) Lowe, 50- 
year-old Sprlngtown farmer Sun­ 
day night at midnight, and al­ 
though

and 
hearty at that time, the premo­ 
nition came true and he 
died 
about seven o’clock Monday morn­ 
ing, some seven hours after he 
had awakened and asked that a 
brother, a physician and an old 
friend be summoned to his home.

falling to discover any ailment 
or any sickness or injury to cause 
his assertion that ”1 am going 
to die.” The men then returned 
to their homes, but later Lowe 
asked that Mr. Banks return to 
baptize him before his death. This 
was done, Mr. lowe walking to 
the tank a hundred yards or more 
from the house. He remarked a 
time or two that when he closed 
his eyes he could see the most 
wonderful sights and hear the 
most beautiful singing he had 
ever known. Some two or three 
hours following his baptism, he 
died, as he had believed when he 
first arose at midnight. 
Mr. Lowe had not been ill, ex­ 
cept that more than a year ago 
he suffered from a carbuncle on 
his neck, but this trouble had 
been cured many months ago, and 
it is believed could not have in 
any way caused his death.

Terraces, like farm machinery 
dnd 
automobiles, 
require 
good 
care if they arc to give good ser­ 
vice. Un’.ess the terraces are in 
Rrass. the channels should be 
plowed out at least once or twice 
a year to maintain effectiveness, 
says T. B. Chambers, erosion con­ 
trol engineer of the Soil Conser­ 
vation Service. 
With careful plowing and a 
-dlHtle regular repair work by hand 
or with scraper or shovel after 
rains, terraces will remain effec­ 
tive for years, he says. The life 
of an average terrace, however, 
depends on the kind of soil, the 
slope of the field, and the rain­ 
fall. 
Under normal cropping condi­ 
tions, it is often impractical to 
Yplow out terrace channels during 
the growing season. Mr. Cham­ 
bers points out, and as a result, 
the necessary maintenance work 
must be done by hand. But, as a 
rule not much of this work is 
necessary, since the crops help 
prevent soil from washing into 
terrace channels and also hold 
down the flow of the water.
